Amongst  the  various  incidents  concerned  with  shipping  during  the  year  the 
following  are  worthy  of  particular  mention* 

On  the  11th  of  March  the  Swedish  nuv*  Bjorno  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  from 
Oxelosund*  No  sickness  was  reported  on  arrival,  but  two  days  later  the  ’^elsh 
Board  of  Health  informed  the  department  that  a previous  member  of  the  above 
vessel  had  been  admitted  to  a hospital  at  Oxelosund  on  the  6th  March,  who  was 
subsequently  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  typhoid  fever.  On  receipt  of  this 
information,  all  on  board  were  medically  examined,  specimens  of  blood  and  urine 
obtained,  but  unfortunately  only  one  member  was  able  to  submit  a faecal  specimen 
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before  the  vessel  left  that  day.  All  were  well,  A sample  of  drinking  ivater 
v/as  also  obtained.  On  the  15th  March,  two  da^j.^-s  after  the  vessel  had  left 
for  Antwerp,  the  bacteriological  reports  were  obtained.  All  blood  and  urine 
samples  were  normal  and  the  drinking  water  satisfactory.  The  one  and  only 
faecal  specimen,  however,  showed  the  presence  of  Shigella  sonnei.  The  Port 
Health  Authority  of  Antwerp  and  the  U^elsh  Board  of  Health  were  accordingly 
informed. 

On  the  8th  of  April  the  British  m,v,  Orecrest,  arrived  at  Port  Talbot 
from  Narvik,  with  a cadet  suffering  from  German  Measles  who  was  removed  to 
Hill  House  Hospital  that  day.  He  was  discharged  six  days  later. 

On  the  10th  of  August  the  British  m,v,  Birdwood  arrived  from  Ventspils, 

All  on  board  were  well  on. arrival,  ^On  the  l6th  a member  of  the  crew  complained  of 
abdominal  pain  and  was  removed  to  the  Port  Talbot  General  Hospital  by  the 
Shipping  Federation  Doctor,  On  the  1 8th  information  was  received  that  he 
was  suffering  from  paratyphoid  fever. 

On  the  17th,  the  day  previous  the  ship  had  left  for  Blyth,  and  consequently 
the  Port  Ifedical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  port  was  informed  about  the  case, 
so  that  investigations  could  be  carried  out  there  re,  other  possible  cases 
on  board. 

As  soon  as  our  department  was  aware  of  the  case,  enquires  were  commenced 
in  regard  to  the  patients  movements.  It  appeared  that  the  patient  had 
previously  served  on  the  m,v,  Assiout  which  had  arrived  at  Glasgow  on  the 
29th  of  July  from  Syrian  ports.  He  left  the  vessel  that  day  and  travelled  to 
Cardiff,  where  he  stayed  for  a few  days  before  he  joined  the  Birdwood  at 
Port  Talbot,  The  patient  stated  that  whilst  on  the  voyage  in  the  Assiout 
‘ to  Glasgow,  four  or  five  members  of  the  crew  had  complained  of  diarrhoea. 

On  the  1 5th  of  August  the  Assiout  had  arrived  in  Sv;ansea  from  Glasgow, 

01  were  well  on  board,,  and  on  the  following  day  sailed  for  Piraeus,  the  day 
the  patient  from  the  Birdwood  at  Port  Talbot  had  been  taken  ill. 

In  viev/  of  this  infonration  the  'Jelsh  Board  of  Health  were  informed  sc 
that,  in  accordance  v/ith  international  arrangements,  the  port  of  Piraeus 
could  be  informed.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  Glasgow  and  Cardiff  were 
also  informed. 

The  patient  died  on  August  23rd,  His  personal  effects  were  disinfected 
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■by  the  Health  Department  of  Port  Talhot  Borough  Council,  As  far  as 
this  department  is  aware  no  further  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  developed. 

The  in,v,  British  Builder  from  Glasgow  arrived  at  Swansea  on  the 
20th  of  Septem'ber,  About  a week  before  the'vessel*s  arrival,  the  local 
agents  informed  the  department  that  the  owners  had  informed  them  that 
when  the  vessel  was  at  the  Isle  of  Grain,  an  Indian  sailor  had  received 
a chest  x-ray  at  ^a  hospital  in  Rochester,  which  showed  he  was  suffering 
from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  was  to  be  removed  for  hospital 
treatment  when  the  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea, 

On  arrival  of  the  vessel  the  Indian  seaman  was  examined  and  reported 
to  the  Chest  Clinic  where  he  was  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
of  the  left  lung.  He  was  removed  to  Morriston  Hospital,  His  accommodation 
on  board  was  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected,  and  the  owners  decided 
to  dump  his  bed  and  bedding  at  sea. 

The  Master  was  advised  to 'have  his  crew  x-rayed  at  the  M,M,R, 
clinic.  Only  12  agreed  to,  and  these  were  found  to  be  normal.  The 
vessel  left  for  Teesport  on  the  22nd  September  and  t he  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  that  port  was  informed  of  the  incident. 

The  British  m,v,  Clarkavon  from  Bone  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  Roads  on 
the  24th  of  September,  where  she  was  neaped.  The  vessel's  agents  informed 
the  department  that  they  had  received  a radio  telephone  request  for  the 
immediate  removal  of  a seaman  suffering  from  abdominal  pains  and  a high 
temperature.  As  the  vessel  was  from  a non- infected  port  and  the  remainder 
of  the  crew  well,  permission  was  granted  for  the  patient  to  be  brought 
ashore  by  the  Port  Talbot  Pilot  Cutter,  On  arrival  he  was  medically 
examined  ajid  refe^ed  to  Port  Talbot  General  Hospital  as  a case  of  p3'^rexia  i 
of  unknown  origin.  He  was  discharged  from  hospital  on  October  3rd, 

On  the  24th  September  the  British  m,v.  Border  Regiment  from  Bonny 
arrived  at  Swansea, All  were  well  on  board.  The  following  day  an  Indian 
seaman  developed  infective  hepatitis  and  was  removed  to  Hill  House 
Hospital  on  the  26th  of  September,  the  day  the  vessel  sailed  for  Mena  Al 
Ahmadi,  In  accordaj:ice  with  the  regulation  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  was 
informed.  The  remainder  of  the  crew  v/ere  well  at  time  of  departure.  The  patieni 
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was  discharged  on  the  9th  October, 

The  British  m,  v.  Sanerset  from  G-lasgow  arrived  at  S«vansea  on  the 
21st  November,  All  were  well  on  beard,. On  the  29th  of  November  the  Shipping 
Federation  Doctor  informed  the  department  that  he  had  examined  13  members 
of  the  crew  thought  to  be  suffering  from  food  poisoning.  Various  food- 
stuffs that  the  crew  had  eaten  were  sairnpled  bacteriologically  as  well  as 
samples  of  urine  and  faeces  of  all  the  crew  available,  54  in  number.  The 
drinking  water  was  also  sampled. 

All  samples  proved  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  the  faeces  of 
two  seamen  who  were  quite  well  at  the  time.  Their  faeces  showed  the 
presence  of  Staphylococus  pyogenes.  On  the  6th  of  December  these  two 
spajnpen  were  taken  ill  with  symptoms  (vomiting  and  diarrheoa)  similar  to 
the  original  13  who  had  been  ill.  ' 

One  member  of  the  crew  had  had  diarrheoa  and  vomiting  prior  to 
joining  the  vessel  at  Glasgow,  for  which  he  had.  been  treated  at  hospital. 

His  faeces  and  urine  were  normal  when  examined  at  Swansea, 

On  December  7th  the  vessel  left  for  Newport  and  the  Medical  Officer 
there  Was  informed  about  the  sickness.  By  the  time  the  vessel  left 
Swansea  all  had  recovered, 

SECTION  X - Observations  on  the  occurrence  of  malaria  in  ships 

The  Norwegian  m,v.  Arabella  from  Pepel  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  on 
the  l6th  April,  The  second  Officer  suffering  from  pyrexia  of  irnknown  origin, 
suspected  to  be  malaria  was  removed  to  Groeswen  Isolation  Hospital  on 
arrival.  The  diagnosis  of  malaria  was  subsequently  confirmed.  He  was 
discharged  from  hospital  on  the  3rd  of  May,
